"Washington, 3tme 5.—Colonel Charles 
Smart of the medical department of the 
army has arrived in "Washington from 
a trip across the praries of Oklahoma 
with a party of soldiers, who were en- 
gaged In making a practical trial of the 
utility of the new emergency ration. 
The party was made up o< 44 cavalry- 
men under command of Captain O. S. 
Brown, First cavalry. They left Fort 
SUI May 17. and aCter living- on full ra- 
tions for two days turned to the emer- 
gency ration and lived upon that for 10 
days, eight of which were pleasant 
weather. The ration consisted of 8 
ounces of hard bread, 5 ounce,s of beans. 
2 ounces pea meal, Bounce coffee, 1 tab- 
lot of saccharine, t4 ounce of tobacco 
and portions of salt and pepper. The 
men traveled 21 miles a day, losing an 
average of three pounds of flesh, but 
gaining strength to an average of 40 
pounds p*r man, as shown by a dynamo- 
metre. Another party of cavalrymen 
traveled along on parallel lines with 
Captain Brown's party, using full ra- 
tions. They lost an average of 1 1-3 
pounds per man, owing to the change 
from garrison Itfe. 


•WHOLESALE APPOINTMENTS. 
Washington, June 5.—The rule an- 


nounced shortly after the administra- 
tion assumed charge that postmasters 
would be allowed to serve out their full 
terms unless removed for cause has been 
modified, and it is expected that whole- 
sale appointments to postofflces wlllMbe 
made soon. It Is officially announced 
that the president and the postmaster 
general will consider as having expired 
all appointments which are due to expire 
between now and July 15. The reason 
assigned for the modification of the an- 
nounced policy o£ the administration fa 
that it Is the desire of the postofflce de- 
partment to fill as many offices as pos- 
sible before the expiration of the fiscal 
year. July 1, in order that accounts may 
be begun wfth a new quarter. 


RECORD OF L.YNCHINGS. 


New York, June 4 —Incidental to the 


TTrbana (O.) story. The World prints 
the statistics of lynching in the United 
States since Jan. 1, 18S6. It Is shown 
tfiat there were 141 persons lynched In 
1896. Of these lynchings, 131 occurred 
in the South and 10 in the North; 86 were 
negroes and 67 were whites. The World's 
list for 1897 shows that there have been 
47 persons lynched so far this year. The 
usual proportion between whites and 
blacks is maintained.

BULLET PROOF. 


A. JVewlj- Invented Clotli Prove* to Be 


Impenetrable to Bullet*.

Chicago, 111., June 5.—With the dead 


body of a woman fora target, the bullet 
proof cloth invented by Caeimir Zeglona, 
a cloistered brother of the Order of Resur- 
rectionists, was tested last evening at the 
Chicago College of Dental Surgery in the 
presence of a number of professors, army 
officers and citizens interested ia the 
science of bodily armor.

THE GOVERNOR JS INVESTIGATING. 


Sheriff McLean Flees to Escape 


Angry Townsmen. 


TTrbana, O., June 5.—Two men were 


Killed and 10 wounded yesterday nut n- 
Ing: by shots fired by a company of the 
Ohio national guard in the defense of 
Charles Mitchell, a negro rapist in jail 
at this place-. 
In spite of the militia, 


the men finally entered the jail and 
lynched the prisoner. 
AH of the vic- 


tims were innocent citizens who were 
spectators at the scene of excitement. 


In addition to this list, it is feared 


that Mrs. Eliza Gaumer, who was as- 
saulted by the negro, will not recover, 
and several of t"he injured are in a se- 
rious condition. 
There is intense feel- 


ing aguiiiJjt some of the officials and 
further 
complications 
are expected. 


"While th'e past two nights and days 
•witnessed scents of lawlessness and 
bloodshed, yet the feeling at no time 
has been as inlenae as it Is no'w. The 
body of Mitchell was exposed all day 
In a rough coffin and (t intensified the 
feeling among the crowds who viewed 
it. 
The bodies of the citizens who were 


killed were tenderly cared for, and theit 
timerals tomorrow will tend to keep 
alive the bitter feeling. 
Several of the 


wounded will be crippled for hCe. 


One \\ eek ago, Mrs, Eliza Gaumer was 


assaulted by Mitchell at her home in 
this city, near the courthouse. 
The 


brute accomplished his purpose. Keen- 
ly realizing her position, the woman n 


me man snouia not'~be"taken aw ay. AS 
the night wore on, the mob increased, 
and the shouts and murmurfngs in- 
dicated that it was in dead earnest. 
Inside the Jail the sheriff and his depu- 
ties and %io company of militia w^-re 
posted to the best advantage, for it 
was apparent that grim work would be 
necessary to project the wretch, who j 
cowered in his cell as the angry roar 
of the mob surged and rose in the air. 
It was just 1:38 when the first attack 


was made on the jail, and the military 
began 
firing. 
Over 20 volleys were 


poured into the crow d and the mob was 
repulsed, leaving 
four killed and 10 


wounded. 


The range was close, but the soldier's 


fired wildly. 
Of the killed and wounded I 


nearly all were on the outskirts of the 
crowd, thdse immediately in a di- 
rect line of fire escaping. The volley | 
drove the crowd back a little way and 
It was found that two men, named Hig- 
glns and Bell, had been instanilv killed. 
When their bodies had been pi< ked up 
in the courthouse square if made th-» 
crowd furious. 
After the dead ar>d 


wounded were cared for, the crowd ral- 
lied. 


The lynching occurred In bright day- 


light and no masks were worn. The lo- 
cal militia had been on duty two nights 
and they did no more shooting. 
Gov- 


ernor Bushnell had been asked for more 
troops during the night, and before 7 
a. m. a company from Springfield ar- 
rived. 
Just then the locs.1 company 
was withdrawn from the ja*l. 
Mayor 


Ganson met the Springfield company 
en route from the depot and sent the 
troops back, paying they were not want- 
ed. 
The mnli seeing the way cpen, 


broke for the jail. No force was needed, 
tf$ Sheriff McLean delivered the keys 
and the crowd soon found Mitchell's cell. 
Throwing; a rope over the trembling 
wretch's head, he was dragged out, re- 
ceiving some kicks and blows.

tied It so securely as to receive the cheers 
c£ the crowd.

Be waived the reading o£ the indict- 
ment, pleaded guilty and was promptly 
sentenced to 20 years in the peniten- 
tiary, the maximum punishment for hlg 
crime. 


An attempt was made to take Mitchell 


to Columbus at 10 p. m. But the crowds, 
uhlch had gathered about the court- 
house, made & rush for the jail when the 
wagon drew up. 
The military drove 
them, back, but the mob increased in 
numbers and grew more threatening. 
Sheriff McLean and the troops had all 
they could do to hold the jail, so the 
trip to Columbus was given up. 


In the meantime crowds had also sur-

met and adopted resolutions for the 
punishment of Mitchell, but many of 
them offered the opinion that he was 
not guilty. 
Women and children, as

An hour or more after the lynching,

tinued lo view it. Later in tht* day tha 
body was removed by the coroner. 
Meantime crowds of people poured into 
the city from all surroundlnp towns and 
viewed the blood-stained steps of the 
jail and the marks of the bullets on the 
surrounding houses. 


Governor Bushnell is here to investi- 
gate the trouble, and especially the ac- 
tion of the troops. Citizens from Urbana 
asked him for protection by the troops 
lor Sheriff McLean, against whose Hfe 
threats had been freely made. 


Sheriff McLean left yesterday after- 


noon for Dayton. He escaped by the 
back fioor of the Jail, and claims that 
dynamite was being prepared to blow- 
him up. In the excitement and bitter- 
ness that prevails It ia almost impos- 
sible to get at the facts as to the re- 
sponsibility for the loss of life, but It ia 
generally claimed that Sheriff McLean 
ordered the troops to flr«fc .
